Learns She Is Still Living and 
Is Willing to Forget 35- 
Year Separation. 





George Wultze, for 10 years a St. Clair 
County pauper, is on his way to Balti- 
more in a Pullman car, to be reunited 
i with his wife, from whom he separated 
36 years ago and whom he supposed was 
dead, and to be welcomed and cared for 
by wife and children, who thought he 
was dead. 

As the train bears him along, he often 
takes from his pocket a photograph of 
a cozy corner in a cheery room and a 
rocking chair and footstool that are 
waiting there for him. The photograph 
of the easy chair in the cozy corner, 
supplementing the letters written by 
his son’ and daughter, was the thing 
that broke down his pride and made 
him willing to forget the past and re- 
turn to his own. 

Wultze, who is 82 years old, was ad- 
mitted to the eBlleville County Farm 
10 years ago from Mascoutah. He had 
no relatives there and it was the under- 
standing that he had none anywhere. 


Feared He Was Dying. 


Three weeks ago he was taken sick. 
He teared that he was going to die. To 
Dr. C. P. Renner, the County Physician, 
he said his wife was dead, but he had a 
son, George Wultze, Jr., in Baltimore, 
and gave his consent for the doctor to 
write to him. 

Letters came from the son and from 
the old man’s daughter, Mrs. Martha L. 
Springer, of 2482 Madison avenue, Balti- 
more. They wrote that their mother 
was living and making her home with 
her daughter, and that they had long 
supposed their father was dead. If it 
was possible they wanted him sent to 
them. They also wrote to him, begging 
him to come to them and promising that 
he should have every eare and comfort 
for his remaining days. 

Distant Past Rankled., 

At first the old man would not hear 
to any such thing. -Something out of 
the distant- past rankled. He would not 
tell what it was. All that he would 
say was that he and his wife separated 
$8 years ago. But more letters came 
and with one Mrs. Springer sent the 
photograph of the cozy corner. The 
easy chair, empty in the corner, was 
waiting for him, she wrote, and she 
begged him to come. 

Tears came into his eyes and the bit- 
terness was gone. He told Dr. Renner 
to write that he would come. The next 
mai] brought a first-class railroad ticket 
and money. 

Letters a Tonic for Him. 

Wultze’s condition had improved un- 
der the tonic of the letters and the pho- 
tograph, and Dr. Renner concluded that 
he was able to make the journey. He 
was placed on a Pullman car and start- 
ed on his long journey. 

He would not permit the photograph 
to leave his possession. He said it would 
strengthen him on the trip if he could 
look at it from time to time. 

His story was told to the trainmen 
and they promised to take good care of 
him and deliver him into the hands of 
his wife and children in Baltimore.

ing to do.”’ 

“T told the negro who waited on me to 
bring me a lamb chop and some boiled 
eggs,’’ said the Senator, “and then I 


called him. back and ordered him to 
bring mea drink of Scotch whisky and 
a large tumbler full of water. He 
brought the whisky in a small] glass and 
with it he brought another small glass 
containing some water. I called him 
back and told him to bring me a large 
giass of water. I spoke sharply to him. 
He came back in a little while with a 
large glass and a chunk of ice in it, 
but no water. 
Slapped the Waiter. 


“Everyone else in the car was served 
and had finished eating, but there was 
no sign of my food. I walked back to 
the kitchen and asked the cook why I 
was not being served. He pointed to my 
lunch, which was all cooked, waiting for 
the waiter. That gentleman put in an 
appearance and I uttered remarks calcu- 
lated to make him sit up and tale no- 
tice. He started to answer me back. 

‘“*You black dog,’ said I; ‘you're try- 
ing to show your resentment.’ Then I 
reached over and slapped his face. A 
fresh young person who introduced him- 
self as the Pullman porter happened 
along in a little while and asked me 
what I meant by creating trouble. That 
made me madder still and I told him 
a few things. He said he’d show me. 
When the train got to Baltimore two 
special officers came up to my seat 
accompanied by the nigger. The nig- 
ger formally identified me and I was 
placed under arrest. 


Rode in Patrol Wagon. 


“They vent in a phone call for the 
black maria. I started te tell one 
of the pelicemen that I could not be 
arrested for assault, but he knew as 
much about the subject of constitutional 
rights as a hog knows about the deca- 
logue. I had the extreme pleasure of 
riding to the police station in the patrol 
wagon with the negro. 

“I told them who I was at the police 
station and I offered cash bail, but it 
would not go. Then I tried to get 
Senator Raynor on the telephone, but 
he was not home. A cell loomed be- 
fore me, but the police Heutenant final- 
ly got permission from someone over 
the telephone to release me on my own 
recognizance.

Schotten called up stohasenie and or- 
dered the balloon. He did not reveal the 
ames of those who were to ascend 
with him. It was ‘“‘just a little. party,” 
he said, and they desired to avoid un- 
necessary publicity. 

There was no nervous waiting on the 
part of those who were to make the 
flight. The hour set was 11 o’clock. The 
balloon was inflated at that hour.

It was the intention of Honeywell to 
follow Lambert’s advice and fly low, 
but the danger of striking cinder piles 
and other obstructions in the yards made 
it necessary to throw out ballast at the 
start and the balloon rose to a height 
of 1500 feet. 

Last Seen Over Granite City. 

It moved slowly to the north and after 
being up a few minutes veered slightly 
to the east. 

Crossing the river, just above Eads 
bridge, it passed into Illinois, and When 
last seen from the gas works it was ap- 
parently almost becalmed and directly 
over Granite City.

That hides have been traded for lum- 
ber in the preparation of the report 
on the tariff bill was reiterated about 
the Capitol today, in connection with 
the report that the tariff conferees 
had agreed to the retention of the Sen- 
ate rate of $1.50 per thousand on rough 
lumber. 

Glove Schedule Taken Up. 

When the conferees met today they 
took up the glove schedule, but the 
action was largely perfunctory, as it 
was practically agreed yesterday that 
the House increases should prevail. In 
both houses, around the conference room 
and even in the minds of the conferees, 
the lumber question was much more 
pertinent than the glove question. 

Meantime the pot was boiling along 
the Northwest border. Senators Nelson 
und Clapp, in one end of the building, 
and Representative Tawney, in the oth- 
er, were stirring it. They, as well ‘as 
many other senators and representa- 
tives, were quite incensed over the 
change that had been made, and many 
assertions were heard that no report 
for a higher rate on lumber than the 
House had fixed could be adopted by the 
House. 

The President has made his position 
clear on the glove schedule. The House 
raised the rates on the better class of 
gloves far above the Dingley bill fig- 
urges. The excuse for this was that a 
strong effort was being made in this 
country to build up a glove industry. 

Insists on Senate Rate. 

The Senate cut the House rates mate. 
rially, and in this instance the Presi- 
dent finds himself on the side of the 
Senate.

The Grand 
Trunk Railroad in Canada, I see by 
consular reports, is considering the ad- 
visability of electrifying its lines and 
generating its power from the numerous 
waterfalls. The New York Central 


spent the greater part of $21,000,000 elec- 


trifying its lines in New York City. 

“Right here at our very doors we have 
the East St. Louis and Belleville rail- 
road trains operated by electric power. 
Vhis is a coal road and handles heavy 
trains. The McKinley system also has 
many electric engines in service. 

“The electric locometive is entirely 
feasible, and unless the Wabash desires 
t» do something to remedy the Forest 
Park situation, we shall have to get 
after it with a ‘big stick’ ”’

Fr. A. .Beneke Says Leyh’s 
Voice Is Same He Heard 
Several Weeks Ago. . 


F. A. Beneke of 3026 Flora boulevard 
said Wednesday he was willing to swear 
“peach bur- 
gler,”’ having identified him by his 
voice over a telephone. 

Mr. Beneke’s house was robbed dur- 
ing the daytime, June 22 last. the thief 
carrying away several hundred dollars’ 
worth of jewelry, including Mrs. 
Beneke’s wedding ring. Mr. Beneke 
advertised in the Post-Dispatch, request- 
ing the thief to return the wedding ring.

I'll venture the assertion that it is very seldom that 
a good citizen falls into the hands of the police for 
a minor infraction of the City ordinances and can- 
not give a bond, and if he is unable, and a first ef- 
fender, and “‘decent’’ the officer may release him on 
his own recognizance, and frequently does. Further, 
more the fact that @ person has been legally declared 
‘not guilty” is not always conclusive evidence of in- 
nocence, and frequently a few hours in the jail has 
a wholesome effect upon the unititiated and has the 
effect of keeping him away from lawiessness. The
